Mr. Fetterman announced Monday. 
Their work will be confined to play- 
ing only, and they are not to take, 
part in any of the contests. 
In preparation for the state fair 
appearance the junior group will 
rehearse Monday and Wednesday 
afternoons at 4 30, and the senior 
group at 6:30 both days. Friday at 
6:30 
the two sections will have a 
jomt rehearsal. These will be at the 
Antelope park bandstand, and the 
public will be welcome, Mr. Fetter- 
man said.

When she discovered in her child 
the very qualities that had made a 
happy life with her husband diffi- 
cult, she decided she would uproot 
them thoroughly and immediately. 
There were long contests of wills 
between her and her child but al- 
ways it was she who was forced to 
capitulate. She made mountains out 
of molehills and succeeded only in 
accentuating the very tendencies 
she was trying to eliminate. 
Her fear that her child would be- 
come like his father has made her 
handle him in such a way that he 
very likOy will become so. It is un- 
fortunately true that our distress at 
finding certain faults in our chil- 
dren, especially those 
which are 
reminiscent 
of our own personal 
disappointment, makes us so un- 
wise and unskillful, that without be- 
ing aware of it we develop the very 
faults we fear. 


Inviting Lies. 


Probably most children have a 
tendency to lie. A child does not 
have to be out of the cradle long 
before he discovers it is often con- 
venient to say that something is as 
he wishes it to be, instead of as it 
is.Parents forget how universal is 
this urge and often unwittingly 
tempt their children to he. 
It is. for instance ,not necessary, 
when past experience has warned 
you that Johnny hates to tidy him- 
self for dinner to ask him whether 
he has washed his hands. It is 
much better simply to look at them 
and get your own answer without 
tempting him to tell an untruth. 
If you doubt that Mary -has 
brushed her teeth this morning and 
you know that that particular piece 
of hygiene is something which she 
especially dislikes, vou need not ask 
her to tell you whether she has 
done it, you have only to go and ex- 
amine her tooth brush. 
Particularly is it a mistake to ask 
a child to tell on himself when you 
believe he has done wrong. It often 
is too much to expect him to tell 
the truth under such circumstances. 
When you are certain of his guilt, 


confront him with the facts and 
deal with him without first asking 
him to confess. 
It is a safe rule with children 
never to ask them to admit what it 
is obviously to their advantage not 
to tell you. If you have not time 
yourself to check up on -what you 
are trying to find out, it is better to 
let the matter slide. 
The responsibility for the young 
child's truthfulness is upon his eld- 
ers It is up to them to make it 
easy for him to tell the truth and 
unnecessary or useless for him to 
lie.

telief to the Middle West. He is more than an eco- 
nomist of international standing, who digs into piles 
of figures to lift the veil which hides the course of 
lational prosperity. His ability as a statistician is 
inly excelled by a richly deserved reputation as a fi- 
'ancial philosopher 


When Mr Babson last came into the Middle West 


le had a dour face. The gloom about him was so 
hick it could be cut with a knife. While industry 
\as flourishing, with mills and 
factories 
working 


overtime to turn out goods for ready customers, and 
farm prices were relatively high, and everybody was 
'aking a fling at the stock market, and 
spending 


noney like water, Mr Babson was filled with fore- 
boding. Rum was ahead, he said 
He saw the Mid- 


dle west, prostrate, the farms deserted, and its peo- 
pfe hard pressed. Now Mr Babson laughingly ad- 
mits he drew a dark picture because he thought it 
was essential America should have a shock. There 
.vas too much cockiness on Wall street, .and too much 
of the same spirit on the farms 


It is remarkable how nearly Mr Babson's serious 


d'scussion of the economic situation has been ful- 
filled by subsequent events. The farmer was the first 
to feel the pinch; the manufacturer the last. The 
farmer was the first to put his house in order; he 
will be the first to start up the hill again. Here in 
the rural regions the conditions have not been near- 
ly as bad as in the industrial sections 
There has 


oeen less unemployment; less suffering 
and hard- 


ship 
We are on the upgrade now, although it will 


be a few months before the full effects of the re- 
covery from the mistakes and the folly of three and 
two years ago are plainly observable.

Mr. Babson in Omaha Sunday gave Nebraska peo- 


ple a message as cheering and comforting and reas-

"Middle Western agriculture is on the upgrade," 


/Ir Babson said, "and general business in this sec- 
.011 should show marked improvement during the 
inal quarter of 1930 Business depression is almost 
jntirely a matter of psychology. The world is not 
culed by statistics and raw materials, but by feelings, 
the attitude of people toward life, their courage, am- 
bition and motives. There is just as much money to- 
day as there has ever been but it is not circulating so 
fast. If a man, for instance, spends a thousand dol- 
lars a week, business may be dull. If he spends a 
thousand dollars a day and his neighbors do the same, 
business will become active. And if the thousand is 
-.pent several times a day, times vull be booming" 


That is a true picture of the greatly misunder- 
tood economic term which we call prosperity 
Mr 


Jabsons observations find reflection here in Nebras- 
ka 
The 1930 crop season has produced more than 


normal yields of grain, 
with the sole exception of 


corn, and when the final figures for it are had, it 
will be found the harvest will measure well up to the 
5-vear average. 


But that is not the full explanation 
of why the 


farm regions may confidently look forward to im- 
provement Surpluses -vftiich served to depress prices 
to unprofitable levels will be used up. The farmer 
is certain to receive more for his grain than if drouth 
had not cut the yields in most of the rural sections of 
Amenca. Nature is taking care of a problem which 
legislation and governmental

Thus the liagic comedy continued for month after 
month in the most enlightened and progressive colony 
in Noith America

So in some vvajs we are not so far removes from 


our benighted brothers of India and China 
A can- 


didate for the presidency of Harvard hanged witches 
and believed he was serving his God and our God and 
obeying the injunctions of the inspired word. And 
this was not so long ago, as times runs, so why should 
we affect such supenonty over those who do no worse, 
and who are merely practicing their religion, as ab- 
horrent as it may appear to us? 


Probably no such thing as Salem witchcraft could 


ever again obtain a footing in this country, but few 
thought that it could do so in 1692, and the people of 
other colonies looked on with horror.

LIVE IT DOWN, TEXAS. 


Texas people seem to be very touchy over what 


other folks say concerning their state. First, a boy- 
cott was proposed against manufactured goods from 
Wisconsin because the blue sky bureau there refused 
to sanction the sale of real estate in certain areas of 
the lone star domain which he found to be unsuitable 
for agricultural use 
Now a publicity committee at 


Abilene, Tex, talks of tfrfciging damage suits against 
publishers of school books in which reference is made 
to "semi-arid" lands of that region. 


Things may come to such a pass that even remarks 


about "Ma" Feiguson will be taboo in case the Tex- 
ans vote to put her back into the governor's chair 


It is questionable psychology, however, to get 


"riled up" over such things 
An individual who be- 


trays too much sensitiveness when others start in too 
"lazz" him only encourages them to do their worst; 
and if the idea gets abroad that Texas is irked by 
slighting comment as to the desirability of its real 
estate, every humorous newspaper paragrapher and 
vaudeville artist on the stage will take that as his 
cue to take a funny crack at the state 
Thus, the 


amount of unfavorable advertising will be multiplied, 
and the general public will begin to think there is 
really something the matter with Texas. 


Some years ago, a certain well loiown mfke of au- 


tomobile became the target for numerous jibes as to 
its riding qualities and general performance 
Did the 


manufacturer go into a fit of temper and sue the 
commentators for slander? Not at all; he proceeded 
instead to gather up these j'okes as fast as they ap- 
peared and had them published in a book for the 
edification of the public. By doing so he got a lot 
of free publicity for his car and got everybody to 
talking about it 
In the end, this proved immensely 


profitable. 


Texas isn't the only state, by any means, that has 


had to struggle against the effects of the •wrong kind 
of publicity Nebraska for many years labored under 
the reputation of a grasshopper-ridden an* drouth- 
stricken state, simply because in three or four sea- 
sons during a quarter of a century its crops had been 
blighted from those causes 
But the whole country 


loiows today that Nebraska is one of the best agri- 
cultural states m the union, and that this year, when 
many of its sister states are short of gram and forage 
[or their livestock Nebraska has a surplus from which 
to supply them 


Our advice to Texas is to ignore occasional criti- 


cisms from outside and keep right on sawing wood. 
It is absurd to assume 
that the largest of all the 


states, with an immense production of foodstuffs in 
great variety and having some of the richest oil fields 
in the United States, whose growth in population and 
wealth during the past decade has outrun most of 
the other states, could be materially injured by the 
printing of a few casual sentences in schoolbooks 


Texas has some poor lands, of course; so does Ne- 


braska, so does every other state 
Probably if the 


textbooks m question were examined further they 
would be found to contain a great deal of very favor- 
able matter regarding Texas What the citizens there 
should do is to forget it and continue the develop- 
ment of their commonwealth. In that way, its pres- 
tige will be built up and all effects of adverse pub- 
licity overcome.

low. 


The large advances were mainly in 


the stocks that arc closely held and 
easily subject to manipulation.

considerable number of issues in all 
groups showed net losses for 
the 
week. 


The week's trade was about like 
the recent average in volume. It is 
largely dominated by professionals, 
involving a contest between bear op- 
erators who se.ll short on the de- 
pressed business situation, and a co- 
terie of bull operators whose chief 
buying motive seems to be to force 
the shorts to cover. There is no evi- 
dence of important liquidation or cf 
investment demand, except in 
a 
small way. 


Owners Of Stocks Hold On. 


Considering the fact that the de- 


partment of agriculture reported a 
forecast for the smallest corn crop 
in nearly thirty years, as a result of 
the prolonged period of drouth and 
excessive heat, described officially 
as the worst in many sections in the 
records of the weather bure—. the 
action of the market was lo % 1 on 
as indicating that owners ol ^tocks 
are slili in a humor to hold on and 
await an improvement in the busi- 
ness situation, even though it seems 
obvious that the crop losses would 
postpone the revival In business that 
has 
been 
predicted for several 
months past. 


Several statements were put out 


from more or less important sources, 
tending to minimize the effect of 
the crop damage on business. One 
statistician, reviewing the 
trade 
history of the past fifty years, has 
reached the conclusion that short 
crop years do not necessarily mean 
business depression. The records also 
ihow that in eight short crop periods 
during that time the general course 
of business was either steady or up- 
ward. 


For many years past the state- 


ment has been made 
frequently 


;hat prosperity is impossible when 
;he farm industry is depressed. Yet. 
the country reached a climax of 
srosperity last year, following sev- 
eral years during 
which constant 
agitation for farm relief was under 
way. 


Perhaps the country has become 
so accustomed to complaints about 
,he farmer that the business world 
s inclined to ignore them. It seems 
quite evident, however, that the im- 
mense less of crops this year is cer- 
ain to curtail the general buying 
power of the country, and. especial- 
y in view of the large number oi 
persons who are out of employment. 


Bonds At New Highs. 


Investment buying continues to 
bsorb gocd bonds, without any im- 
x>rtant change in prices. There was 
slight improvement in the aver- 


ge this week, carrying it to a new 
ligh record since 1909. and nearly 4 
romts higher than a year ago.
